Linguistic Miracle 

Arabic is one of the ancient languages of the world history. With its 1600 years of existence as a living language Arabic has 
survived up to the present day. Classical Arabic ( fusha) is the language found in the Quran. It is the miracle by Allah that 
an average literate Arabic speaking person can easily read and understand Qur’an - a book written in the language which is 
1600 years old. No other book in the world and no other language in the world enjoy this privilege. 

Arabic is Root Language 

Classical Arabic is one of the most primitive Semitic languages and is primarily a Root Language. Every word gets its meaning 
from its root. This gives Arabic a crystal clear aspect to it; there is little ambiguity or confusion in a classical Arabic sentence. 
The language is one of the clarity, directness, and certainty - qualities that are hard to achieve in other languages. 

For the purity of its style and elegance of its diction, the Holy Qur’an has come to be considered as the standard of Arabic 
language, even by those who have no belief in it to be of Divine origin. In this compilation Arabic is presented fully vocalized, 
showing particularly the final inflectional vowels. This compilation has usage examples copied from the Holy Qur’an with 
Sura’h: A’yah reference. 

Arabic language is Comprehensive 

Arabic language has more than 12 million words; highest number in world languages. English language has less than 1 million 
words. Number of Arabic Verb Conjugations is large (14 in Arabic vs. 6 in English). Number of conjugated verb forms is higher 
in Arabic language (118 in Arabic vs. 75 in English). Pronoun and Verb can be written as a single word in Arabic. Arabic script 
is used to write many other languages such as Persian, Turkish, Urdu, Sindhi, Pashto, Swahili, Malay, etc. These languages also 
borrowed a large part of Arabic vocabulary. 






What is verb conjugation? 

Verb conjugation is the modification of a verb from its basic form. In Arabic, basic form of a verb is in Past tense, Third Person, 
Masculine gender. Singular number e.g. (He) wrote = 4 -“^ Conjugation is affected by a range of things, including: 

1. person (the verb changes depending on the person it is referring to, e.g. T do', but 'he does') 

2. number (one or multiple people, things e.g. 'he sees' versus 'they see') 

3- gender (the verb changes based on the gender of the person that verb is referring to) 

4. tense (whether the action happened in the past, is happening now or will happen in the future, e.g. 'I will go', 'I went') 

5- aspect (for example, 'I am writing' and 'I write' are both present tense verbs but they have different aspects) 

6 . voice (passive or active, e.g. 'he is writing a letter' versus 'a letter is being written') 

7. mood (for example, it could be the imperative mood for commands like 'go!' or indicative for statements, etc.)
